1'hey are 
men of the worlil, ami of nio h'rr.te Intel i 
gence, and therefore are not ca| able of ap- 
preciating the ehHra<t^r of my defense. 
According; to one of the:n, \V<> hail iim'y 
at each ineal and a cii^ar after\vard^," 
which showed their style and habits. Men 
of thi.s kind cannot represent the «iroat 
Christian Nation of America. Had they 
been hiy:h toned cnristian jfentleim n, tlx ir 
verdict w ould have been "not guilty, " not 
because of insanity, tlio !n<'re out .vai'.l act 
of .shootimr wouM have been tiio smjju', 
whatever motive. If I had been a ilisap- 
pointed ollice-seeker, which is absolnt<'iy 
fal.se, ami proved by niy ])apers and by 
Mr, llrooks' testimony, on July 2nd and 
3:-tl. The f)Utward ad of shooting \voi:l<) 
have been the same if I had been tlirected 
by the Diety to do it, or believed myself a-* 
directed to tlo it, which is the literal truth 
a.s I provH by all my j>apers and talk on 
tltt; subject. This jury had not sufficient 
intelligence to see tliat' point, an<l entirely 
ignored the political necessity for the a«'t, 
which uU christian au'l iiitelii;j[ent people 
see. For this reason I am entitled to a 
new triiil. if, for no other, and we have a 
prodi;£itju.s amount of exceptions. 1 want 
to employ two or three first'class lawyers 
to take char>?e of my case. The i»rincipal 
point to be shown is the non-juristliction 
of this court, to try this indictment, be- 
cause the president <lied in New Jersey.

If I had had compe- 
tent counsel I should not have talked so 
mitch in couit. Hut I ilisi>urec with the 
theory of Mr. Scoville and Reed, and it 
has made it unpleasant for both oarties, 
and has been great damage to my defense. 
Judge Porter says I nm right and I agree 
with him, although 1 know he has abused 
and vilified me outrageously when I had 
no alternative save to answerback, which 
I did in my usual plain way. 1 have been 
convicted, but the verdict oen not be en- 
forcetl until Julv, in any event, and ))rob- 
ably not until iSeptember, Ijive myself no 
anxiety 6n tMoiint of tn« iFerdlet. I 
hardly expected acipiittal. The mo.«t I 
expected was disagr^u^eni then I pro- 
posed to test the queilion of jurisdiction 
in court in banc, it is a purely legal ques- 
tion, and if the opinion of some of the best 
lawwera at the American bar it is sustain- 
ed by bano, It wUI end the am^ lfttM*% 
get a hearing on this in April.

The I'riNoner Convicted and Sentenced to 
tk% PMtteitlary fer twe Teers. 

In the circuit court, Friday, the 27th 
inst., Frank Day was tried for feloniously 
b^eekiaf inithe iloreboaie of W.D. Fr*. 
see, of Dover,' ebtnetiode last Kovember. 
The case had been continued for several 
days on account of the absence of detec- 
tive Charles Wapponstein and officer 
Crawford, of Cincinnati, two very mater- 
ial witnesses for the prosecution. They 
arrived in the city Thursday night, and 
the <^ came up for trial Friday morning. 
The prosecution proved that the detectives 
alluded to above arrested Day on suspic- 
ion at his hoarding house in Cincinnati, 
shortly after Frazce's store was robbed ; 
that after he had been lodged in the station 
house they searched his room and found 
a valise contain! ig several silk handker- 
chiefs^ two pair of gloves and other articles 
of merchandise. The goods were identi- 
fied by Frazee as those that had been sto- 
len from his store. The valise was identi- 
fied by the wharf master of Dover as his 
property. Three witnesses swore that 
they saw a man resembling Day on the 
road leading from Dover to the Bipley fer- 
ry, early on the morning after the store 
was broken into and that he carried a va- 
lise resembling the one found iu Day'ti 
room at Cincinnati. 

Tiie deftMise introduced five or six wit- 
nes.ses, all from Cincinnati, who swore 
that Day was emploved by the same es- 
tablishment in which they worked, and 
that he was . at this establishment on the 
night Frazce's store was robbed. They 
were positive of this fact, hut on being 
cross-examined they all acknowledged 
that they were employed at Ryan's beer 
garden, a house that does not enjoy the 
best of reputation -in that city. Several of 
them also acknowledged that they^ had 
served terms in the Cincinnati work house 
haying been convicted of different of- 
fenses in the police court of that city. It 
was also proved that Ryan was " footing" 
their bills while here as witnesses for Day.

"comparing fiotes"and fixing upon the 
time dortol^i which thoy would all swear 
that Day was at his place of work in Cin- 
cinnati. It was also proved that Day 
made a proitositioii to WaiU'cnstcin and 
Crawford shortly alter his ai'rest to " blow 
on his two partners in the job " if they 
(the detectives) would let him off. The 
jury were not very long in bringing in a 
verdict of guilty. His punishment was 
fi.\cd at confinement in tlie penitentiary 
for two years.

Indices of Character. 

There are certain wisoacres who aflfecl 
an ability to detect some of the stroug 
oharacteriatica of individaals from theii 
handwriting, or from Bome other equally 
trifling exhibition of peculiarity. 11 
may be their walk, the poise of theii 
bead, the swing of the arms, or the tone 
of the Toice — there nrc sonic willing tf 
afSrm that with knowlege of ouu oi 
these thej need nothing more to form a 
trust\^-orthj judgment ot the man oi 
woman. 

Within certain Tcrj narrow limits, 
something maj be aoomratelj predicted 
of these small things ; and the term — 
characteriBtics — which is so loosely and 
broadly ap{)lied to lUl oatward manuesta- 
tionsof personality, shows how thorough- 
ly this idea has been woven into the 
fabric of our Fpcecli, Yet, beyoud the 
very narrow limits, speculatfon upon 
character from t'lo sniall idio^vncrjisicti 
is the merest giiesbwork, aud is quite as 
frequently and ae widely erroneom as 
gncMWork respecting anything else. 

Tlie hand^^^itiTlg of a man is partly 
due to his early training and partly to 
hia ooonpation. A boy who has not 
Bh«i>wn any epeciiil taBte for ]ionniauslnp 
at school will, if subsequently placed in 
a position where mnch and careful writ- 
ing is required of hiiu, develop great 
facility, and rauoli more elepance and 
precision in the formutiou of characters 
than the lad who at school was the 
*' hlue ribhon'" Avritor of his chisa, y« t 
who, by subsequent circumstances, is ko 
placed that he has comparatively little 
occasion to practice the art 

AVhe'i ono p( cs a f oa uifu\ boM hand, 
the presumption is that the writer is en- 
gaged in a pursuit which demands a 
great donl of writing. TiiiB wonld }>rob- 
uMy be borne out by the faofB in a larf^e 
iuajority of cases ; but, w hen so borne 
ont, it wonld afford no dae to the gen- 
cr.'il mental eiidowment. or the strong 
traits of the individual. It would not 
show whether he hod or had not any 
bubiness breadth ; whether he was to be 
truBted or distrustpd, or what were his 
qualiticatious ior any position aside from 
his ability to write well. The oompon- 
tiou would throw some additiooal light 
Hpon the general intelligence of the 
writer, but even this wonld not be of 
mnoh serviae. 

When we take up the oatngory of in- 
(iifferent or bad writers, the diitioulty of 
forming anv intelligent judgment there- 
from is vastly inorMaed. It is aooepted 
as a general proposition that lawyers 
write badly : but there are so many ex- 
eeptiona to this that no relationship be- 
tween the legal profession and any 
special form of handwriting can be 
traoed. 

Borne of the moat learned and method- 

ieiJ and eloquent lawyers write ex- 
ecrably, while others, who stand at the 
▼err anmmit ci the profession, write 
witn graceful outline. Some aitists, 

whose creatior.R have a world-wide fame, 
Hirawl their names, while others of em- 
inence take apparent pride in a signature 
w hich betokens a nioe. hand with^ a deft 
stroke. 

It is undoubtedly true that the aggre- 
gate of little things which men do make 
up the sum of their porsonrtlity. W^heii 
one person is iamihar with the general 
demeanor of another, knows the daily 
goinjj:s out and comings in, there is a 
good basis for an estimate of character, 
yet even such an estimate is likely to be 
partial or prejudiced. 

An involuntary estimate is formed from 
the lace of a stranger, and as what a 
mavi Uie luM beenta in a great degree 
imprcsped upon his features, the intm- 
tive reckoning is often souud. Yet it is 
almost as often misleading. Forbiddiug- 
lookinff men frequently have rare sweet- 
ness of temper and charms of mind and 
heart, while men who were the embodi- 
ment apparently of maulyfbeauty haTe 
l-eeu as cold, uuconsoiaiiaUe TiUaina as 
ever drew breath. 

It is a safe rule never to permit the 
feelings to run away with the judgment 
in weighiug character from slight sur- 
face indications. No man or woman is 
entilled to the oonttdenoe and trusl of 
aaoiber until tried and proved ; nor 
should any fellow-being be condemned 
unneard because his fitce is "a(i»iuAt 
him,'* nntiii the disqualification ia 
stamped so emphatically that there can 
be no mistaking tl^ brand. ~X>e^ro^<
